Villages Must 
Stop Pollution 
Of Streams 


The Illinois State W ater Survey 
apparently’ is ready to make good 
its often "repeated threats against 
villages and others who continue 
, to pollute Illinois stream s without 
making any plans to abate such 
nuisance. 
The villages of W heel­ 
ing, Mt. Prospect and Palatine have 
during the past two years given 
every consideration to the repre­ 
sentatives of state w’hen they ap­ 
peared personally 
before the re­ 
spective local boards but all three 
bodies have been putting 
off the 
evil day when some definite action 
must be taken. 
The village of Barrington is an 
exception and actual construction 
of a new sewer system in that vil­ 
lage along the lines proposed by the 
state water board is in progress. It 
is being paid for by a joint rental 
for 
sew er 
and 
water 
assessed 
against every water user of the vil­ 
lage, said charge to continue until 
the last of the required bonds are 
paid. 
A sim ilar plan in Mt. Prospect 
and Palatine is suggested in sur­ 
veys recently authorized by these 
two boards and which were pre­ 
sented to them last week by the en­ 
gineering firm of Consoer, Town­ 
send & Quinlan. 


It is understood that the total 
cost for each village would be in 
the neighborhood of $200,000 each, 
but it is contemplated to ask the 
governm ent 
for 
a 
45% 
grant, 
making the cost to each village in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
$100,000. 
There would be a yearly operation 
fee of 
practically $5,000, which 
would be added to the amorization 
charges to take up the bonds and 
/-.ll of which would be paid by all 
households 
in 
the 
village 
in 
a 
charge for water and sewer service. 
The amount that would be added 
to the present water bills to cover 
the sewer improvement and opera­ 
tion, has not yet been announced, 
but in the case of Palatine is un­ 
derstood to be in the neighborhood 
of $18 a year and for the village 
of Mt. Prospect considerable more 
than that figure. 


Adoption of the rental charge in 
place of the customary special as­ 
sessm ent plan is made 
necessary 
because the governm ent w’hich is 
expected to provide 
the 
money, 
part in an outright grant and part 
as a loan requires an income pro­ 
ducing plan to insure the payment 
of the bonds and interest. 


Suits Ordered Filed 


Notices w’ere recently given by 
the state w’ater board that the A t­ 
torney General of the State of Il­ 
linois had been instructed 
to file 
suits im m ediately against the above 
villages for their failure to obey 
previous orders and abate by April 
I, 
1936, 
the 
pollution 
of 
the 
stream s, lf such suits are pressed 
and the law under which they are 
prosecuted 
is 
constitutional, 
the 
penalty would be $100 for each and 
every day that such pollution is 
continued. 


Copies of the surveys and plans 
prepared by 
the engineers 
have 
been filed with the water board in 
behalf of Palatine and Mount Pros­ 
pect, but the village 
of W heeling 
has taken no action as yet. 
In the case of the village of Pal­ 
atine, it is planned to construct at 
a cost of $100,000 a new treatment 
works at the southern boundary of 
the village. An amount of approxi­ 
mately $75,000 additional will be 
needed to construct an intercepting 
sewer that will carry the sewage 
from two present outlets to the new 
plant. 
A pumping works and a 
sewer main will be necessary to get 
the sewage from that section east 
of the Northwest, highway to flow’ 
west into the new plant, in place 
of em ptying into the creek that 
flows through the Arlington race 
track property. 
Palatine’s present troubles 
and 
the high cost of the needed instal­ 
lation can be blamed to the unde­ 
veloped subdivisions that were tak­ 
en into the village. There are ap- 
proximateyl 450 homes in the old 
part of the village; thirty in the 
south subdivisions and 24 that are 
using the east sew’age service. 
The village board does not like 
the situation any more than "ill 
the property owners. 
If for any 
reason the government does 
not 
give Palatine a 45% grant, it will 
just be too bad for palatine as in 
that case the cost per water user 
w’ould be almost prohibitive. 


The village has not bound itself 
to any procedure as yet, but with 
court proceedings threatened with 
a possible mandamus proceedings, 
it is inevitable that the improve­ 
ment be made.
